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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent 

2. Claims 12-13, 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Nakano 
[6028353]. 

Nakano discloses a body 1 of compound material of ferrite powder and insulating resin, 
conductor 2 embedded in a spiral coil inside the body 1, external terminals 51, 52 connected to 
the coil ends [figures 1,6]. 

With respect to claims 15-16, they are counterpart of claim 12-13. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 10-11 are allowed. 

Claim 10 recites, inter alia, end section housing chambers, each of which opens to one of 
the side surfaces of the green body and houses one of the end sections of the coil exposed from 
the green body. 

The references of record do not teach or suggest the aforementioned limitation, nor would 
it be obvious to modify those references to include such limitation.
